Love others to Christ 

Last summer, many of us gathered to discuss the document Disciples 
Called to Witness: The New Evangelization by the US Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. It explains the Catholic doctrine that Christ commands each one of us to 
be witnesses and to proclaim the Good News to all to whom we come in contact, 
everywhere, and at all times. It essentially explains that we are to love others to 
Christ through our actions and words. 

The group of us, from various leadership committees, discussed practical 
ways to implement the New Evangelization within our parish life. Instead of 
going outward to spread the faith, we chose to start from the core of our parish. 
Our focus is to build a strong foundation for our leaders and adults with the plan 
to branch outward. 

With this in mind we chose to offer the following types of Adult Faith 
Formation: The Bible Timeline (last fall); Intro to the Catechism of the Catholic 
Church; and a series on Conversion by Fr. Robert Baron (Jan. 26 - Mar. 30, 2014). 
We wanted to provide education to adults that would build a foundation. 

Father Steve implemented personal connection within our parish by 
introducing ourselves to each other prior to Mass. This allows for a personal and 
intentional interaction, a specific piece of the New Evangelization. 

Thus far, we provided a retreat for our leaders where we asked them to 
develop a daily, scheduled prayer life as well as to develop their own personal 
witness stories. A fruit from the retreat is the taped witness stories of a few of 
our parishioners. These will soon be available on our OLBH website under the 
heading, "What's New;" then click on "Disciples Called To Witness" We hope to 
have several more parishioners courageously share in this way as well. 
Witnessing is a key part to the New Evangelization. Our personal witness stories 
give of ourselves and help to connect with others bringing them closer to Christ. 

The saints are an inspiration and role models on how to live our lives. 

The saints are great examples of witness stories. We will provide a witness 
opportunity for our youth. The Confirmation students are required to write a 
Saint Report. With the new confirmation class, we are offering an opportunity for 
the students to delve further and to witness the lives of the saint they chose to 
research. We started the Saint Video Series Project where we plan to video tape 
the students playing the role and telling about the life of their saint. We hope to 
share the Series at a parish event in late spring. 

Everyone is called to be a disciple of Christ. In being a disciple, we show 
and tell the goodness of God. The core to the New Evangelization is to love 
others to Christ. All of us can do this daily by doing simple things such as, 
cheering someone up, sharing a snack, giving a compliment, or sharing a smile.
